Potomac State College of WVU Receives $1.8 million

The Senate Appropriations Committee, 
recently contacted Potomac State College 
of West Virginia University President Mary 
Rittling to confirm that the College will 
receive $1.8 million for the renovation and 
construction to transform its current 
library into an innovative Information 
Technology Center. 

"A library is the heart of any cam¬ 
pus. The drive to transform the library at 
Potomac State into a first-class learning 
resource reflects a commitment to educa¬ 
tion, a love of learning, and a testament to 
self-initiative that should inspire students 
for many years to come," Byrd said. 

According to President Rittling, this 
appropriation will allow the Potomac State 
College staff to meet with architects and 
officials of West Virginia University to 

refine the plan. Thus far, only professional sketches depicting an idea of how the new facility might look are available. The total cost 
of construction is expected to be $5.6 million. The College is raising an additional $1.7 million through private funding to 
cover site work, furniture and technology upgrades. 

"We are very appreciative to Senator Byrd for recognizing and supporting our need for an Information Technology Center to 
provide a technology-learning environment that offers improved access to information resources," said President Rittling. 

The renovation and construction will create technology pods for electronic research and communication, electronic class¬ 
rooms, distance learning capabilities, a multimedia production studio, meeting and conference rooms, a Cyber Cafe, individual study 
rooms, areas for student interaction, staff offices and work areas, and an alumni lobby. 

Since the library renovation and construction is part of the College's overall master plan, other gaps in the physical plant are 
being taken into consideration, including expanding handicapped access. 

"As 1 have said before, we want this to be an inspiring place," concluded President Rittling.

P otomac State College of West 
Virginia University will offi¬ 
cially become a fully integrat¬ 
ed division of WVU by July 2005. This was 
cemented through House Bill 2224, which 
was signed by Governor Bob Wise on 
March 18, 2003. 

Potomac State College President 
Mary Rittling says that she and WVU 
President David C. Hardesty, Jr., the WVU 
Board of Governors, and the Potomac 
State Board of Advisors support the move 
to strengthen the 100-year old ties 
between the two institutions. 

As stated in the bill, the school will 
concentrate on its strengths of agriculture, 
forestry, business, computer science, edu¬ 
cation, and liberal arts programs, and col¬ 
laborate with Eastern West Virginia 
Community and Technical College for 
community college programs. 

“West Virginia University officials 
appreciate all the hard work by members 
of the House of Delegates and the Senate 
on the Higher Education Reform Bill, HB 
2224. We also acknowledge the work of the 
Governor’s staff and thank Gov. Wise, in 
particular, for signing this legislation. We 
look forward to working with Potomac 
State College to ensure its integration as a 
division of WVU is a smooth process. And, 
in this extraordinary time of economic 
uncertainty, we appreciate that this legisla¬ 
tion gives us the flexibility and tools we 
need to deal with the budget reductions 
we are facing - yet maintain providing a 
quality education," said President 
Hardesty.

Moseses Receive Honorary Degrees 


H arvey and Betty Moses were recipients of the Associate in 
Arts, in Public Service Honorary Degree, at Potomac State 
College of West Virginia University, in recognition of their 
unwavering support of the College, the Moseses had that honor con¬ 
ferred upon them at the 100th Commencement Ceremony on Mav 10 
2003. 

The couple "adopted" Potomac State, though neither of them 
ever attended classes here. They have donated significantly to the 
Music Department and technology efforts of the College. Through their 
generosity, several arts camps were held this past summer. 

Due to their generous donations, the College has succeeded in 
bringing enriching musical artists to the campus which otherwise would 
have been financially impossible. In addition, they established the 

Harvey and Betty Moses Fund to assist with the funding of the new Information Technology 
Center. 

Harvey Moses served in the Navy in the South Pacific during World War II. At the time 
of his retirement from Verizon, where he worked for more than 30 years, He was the District 
Personnel Manager in Washington, D.C. The Moseses have three daughters, five grandchil¬ 
dren and one great granddaughter.

I t was a day of firsts for Potomac 
State College of West Virginia 
University's baseball team. First 
home appearance of the season. First 
game on their new baseball field, Golden 
Park. And Gerry Golden, who donated the 
construction of the field, threw out the 
first pitch to his son, Bryan, a former 
catcher for Potomac State College who 
played two seasons with the Chicago 
Cubs. 

"This is definitely a momentous 
occasion not only for Potomac State 
College, but also for the community," said 
Baseball Coach Doug Little, who has been 
involved with the construction of the field 
since it began in March 2000. "The field 
will be very instrumental in our future 
recruiting efforts." 

The process began when Gerry and 
Edna Golden, proprietors of Womex Inc., 
an excavation company in Dillsburg, PA, 
approached Little asking if they could con¬ 
struct a new baseball field for the College. 
The College gratefully granted permission 
and the Goldens excavated the mountain¬ 
side behind Stayman Field. 

The Goldens' donation, equivalent 
to $250,000, is the largest to date towards 
the College's Building Greatness Campaign, 
officially launched in December 2001. 
Golden said seven full-time

employees worked from daylight to dark 
for nearly three weeks in January and 
February 2000. When all was said and 
done, they had cut and moved 58,000 
yards of earth, compacting and rolling it 
into a baseball field. 

During an interview following the 
dedication ceremony, Golden told a 
reporter with the Cumberland Times-News, 
"When I pulled in here today, I can't tell 
you the thrill it was to see the field, the 
dugouts, and all the people coming to the 
game. There were some bumps in the road 
to get this done, but we got through them. 
Dr. (Mary) Rittling, the college president, 
and Coach (Doug) Little ... everyone was 
great to work with. It was amazing to see 
how everyone and everything pulled 
together to get this job done."
